COAL SHORTAGE 


- (By Associated Press) 


Boston, July 5.—Present indications 


are that there will be a decline, i£ not 
s.n actual stoppage in operations in 
Pennsylvania anthracite coal mines 
after August 31, the joint special coal 
Investigating committee, appointed by 
the last session of the Massachusetts 
legislature, says in a report made pub- 
lic today. If the decline or cessation 
of operations continues lor any length. 
Ot time the committee saya 'the people 
Of Massachusetts will have to depend 
In part upon the use of substitutes to 
keep their homes warm next winter. 


The committee recently spent eight 


days in the anthracite fields visiting 
mines and interviewing miners and 
operators, and 
later 
conferred with 


.federal officials in Washington. 
Its 


report points' out "that the 'operators 
are certain to • resist demands which 
will be made by the miners with .re- 
gard, to a new wage contract to replace 


which will expire on 
! the contract 
August 31. 


"Operators and miners alika be- 


lieve," the report adds, "that if thera 
is a cessation of operations it will be 
for no such' duration as last year when 
the mines were closed for nearly six 
months, and that the ultimate result 
will be a slight increase In cos', of coal 
to the consumer and a scarcity al- 
though' to a lesser degree than that 
of last winter." 


The committee estimates the prob- | 


able supply of anthracite on hand in, 
Massachusetts on August 31 is barely! 
one-half 
of the minimum require-1 


ments ot the state' for the winter 
months. The report says that various 
steam sizes of coal which sell for con- 
siderable less than the domestic sizes 
can be burned in certain types ot do- 
mestic heaters, -and "the advices to the 
consumer are ,to order a ton or two of' 
these sizes to mix with the domestic 
sizes.

mobile, containing six young-persons on 
an unguarded grade crossing here this 
morning, killing two girls and a youth, 
all under 19 years of age. The others 
were seriously injured. 


The party were returning from

dance at Salisbury Beach, and 
the 


youths were taking, the girls to'their 
lomes here before proceeding to. their- 
own homes in Dover. The accident 
happened at 3.40 o'clock'th'is morning 
at the Dover street crossing of the 
Boston and Maine railroad, ab'Out 500 
feet west of the Salmon Falls sta- 
tion. 
Miss Claudia Fillion, a member of the 
freshman class at Dover high school, 
died - instantly, and Annie Dube' 
of 


Salmon Falls died of a fractured skull 
while she was being taken to the 
Wentworth hospital In Dover.. Wilfred 
Charest -of Dover died o£ internal in- 
juries a short time after the accident. 


The most seriously injured was Miss 


Ida Dube, 18, a sister of the dead girl. 
She received a fracture of the skull 


'and internal Injuries and her life hungf 
in the balance all day. At midnight to- 
night she had not regained-conscious- 
ness. Walter Adams of Dover, owner 
of the car, received a fracture oC-his 
collar bone and Joseph Behan of Do- 
ver, 
the driver, suffered severe shock 


and bruises. 


Behan told the police- that a dense 


fog obscured the crossing signboards 
and the glare of the locomotive head- 
light was the first warning ot the Im- 
pending tragedy. The car was only 10 
feet from the crossing, when he saw 
the .train, he added. 


He said that he realized that to ap- 


ply the -brakes would be useless, ao he 
stepped on the accelerator in an at- 
tempt to cross the track in front of the' 
locomotive. 


- His action was futile and the engine 
struck the machine midway, crushing 
it as If it were made of tissue paper 
and hurling its occupants to both sides 
of tho tracks. Physicians and an ambu- 
lance were summoned from Dover by 
the train crew who gave first aid be-

That Railroad Report. 


The report of the New England Railroad Conference Com- 


mittee is out. It is a volume of 278 pages, and only experts, 
and financiers are competent to thoroughly understand its 
complete meaning. 
- For years the citizens of New Hampshire have heard much 
about railroad conditions, improvements, betterments, reor- 
ganizations, consolidations etc. Every time a sensible plan is 
proposed to bring about an improved condition of New Eng-' 


- land railroads somebody (and this somebody is usually a poli- 


tician) starts a stampede against any move io reorganize the 
Boston & Maine, the Maine Central, New York, New Haven & 
Hartford, and -other New England roads, because they fear 
someone is going to lose control. ' Practical business men 
realize that if there was a consolidation of the New England 
railroads with the right control and operation in conjunction 
with a. big trunk line that New England would come into her 
•own, safeguard her industries and commence to expand. 
^Thinking men with business training know that these discon- 
nected railroads in New England could be operated more eco- 
nomically if there was a consolidation. The Boston & Maine, 
Maine Central and New York,1 New Haven & Hartford, operat- 
ing with duplicate forces and stations in frfany towns and cities, 
makes the operation of each in the territory thus affected, ex- 
pensive. The old-fashioned idea that New Hampshire'should 
control the Boston & Maine or any other railroad and be the 
football for politicians should be blotted outxrf- the_ minds of 
. both party machines jn this state. Our people have witnessed 
in the past thirty years the ruination of its railroad lines 
through political operation and control. The big banking- 
houses of Boston have lampooned and harpooned the New 
England railroads until the stockholders, many of them wid- 
ows, have seen their,stock, which paid annual dividends and 
were worth above par, slump to be of no value and with the 
entire loss of income. 


Much of the trouble of the New England railways is directly 


attributed to personal fights between those who desire to con- 
trol'it. It is about time that some satisfactory arrangement is 
made that these railroads can be run as business institutions. 
There should be no fear of one big railroad in New England 


- 
, provided it can be operated, -not by politicians or representa- 
tives of other than the people that actually own it. 


Dummy directors should be prohibited by law and in their 


place men thoroughly equipped to perform the duties. The 
truth about the trouble with our New England railroads has 
never been told, Give President Hustis of the Boston & 
-Maine railroad proper backing, and President Pearson of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford, and these gentlemen will 
work out a proper solution of all of our transportation trou- 
bles; they know them and both men are practical railroad men. 


-- .The crime against these railroad properties is that they have 


been shot to-pieces by high financiers and bunco steerers'who 
have succeeded in fooling the people of the New England 
-states,

Between Portsmouth and Kittery. 


THE LAW. 


The River, and Harbor Act of August 


18, 1894, contains the following section: 


"Sec.\ That It shall be the duty of 


all persons 
owning, 
operating, and 


tending the drawbridges now built, or 
which may hereafter be built across 
the navigable rivers and other waters 
of -the United States, to open, or cause 
to be opened, the draws of such bridge 
under such rules and regula;tions as in 
the opinion of the Secretary of War 
the public Interests require to govern 
the opening of drawbridges for the 
passage of vessels and other water 
crafts, and such rules and regulation, 
when so made and 
published, shall 


have the force of-law. Every euch-,per- 
jon who shall wilfully fail or refuse to 
open, or cause ito be opened, the draw 
of any such bridge for the passage of a 
boat or boats, or^who -shall unreason- 
ably delay the opening of said, draw 
after reasonable signal shall have" been 
given, as provided in such regulations, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on 
conviction 
thereof 


the draw can be opened immediately, 
•shall promptly reply by an answering 
signal of three "blasts of a whistle or 
horn. If, for any reason, the draw can- 
not be opened promptly when the pre- 
scribed signal Is given,, the draw ten- 
der shall so indicate by sounding five 
blasts of a whistle or horn, repeated at 
intervals until answered in like manner 
by the approaching vessel. 


5. There shall be provided and kept 


In good legible condition, two board 
gauges painted white, with black fig- 
ures not leas than six inches high, to 
indicate the headroom clearance under 
the lower chords of the closed draw- 
span at all stages of the 
tide. The 


gauges shall be so placed on the piers 
at the ends of the drawspan that they 
will be plainly visible to the operator 
of a vessel approaching 
the bridge 


either up or down stream. 


C. A copy of these regulations to- 


more than two thousand dollars nor 
less irhan one thousand dollars,-or by 
imprisonment (In .the" case of a natural 
person) for not exceeding one year, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment, 
in 'the discretion of the court; Provid-

The Regulations 


In pursuance of the foregoing law, 
he following regulations are prescrjb- 
d to govern the opening of 4he draw- 
pan of the bridge across the Plscata- 
ua River between Por-tsmonth, N. H., 
nd Kittery, Maine.

But the rest is so clear a presentation of the 
fundamental ideals of the United States of America and of an} 
freedom-loving democracy, that its mere reading renews one's 
faith in ourselves as a nation. It should also inspire us,to work 
but today's problems in accordance with the principles'of tha' 
Declaration. 
.

onits. There are injustices within our own borders and de 
'nials of the rights to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness, j 
They are harder to throw off than was George III, but when 
they are gone we will have achieved a higher degree of inde- 
pendence than heretofore.

No person can be cannonized In tha 


absence of proof of miracles wrought 
through the intercession of the. one 
proposed for sainthood. If Mother Se- 
ton is canonized eventually it may 
mean that Maryland has produced tho 
first saint of the United States. The 
formal proposal for Mother Seton's 
beautification was made in 1908. when 
the late -Cardinal Gibbons convened 
an ecclesiastical tribune .to collect tes- 
timony concerning her life.

Had not 
the bill become torn and dirty 
and 


been eent to the treasury for redemp- 
tion, Mr. White said, it might have re- 
mained in circulation for many more 
years beea.use it is so near like the real 
thing that only -the most skilled ex- 
perts would ever doubt its genuineness. 


The appearance of the bill recalled 


to Mr. White the unusual circumstan- 
ces attending--, the detection and arrest 
of "Jim the Pen-man" in a small town 
in New York state. Posing as a farm- 
er, Jim the Penman -went to town once 
every month to sell his farm produce.
